Group Has Met 
Twice to Study 
Effect of War 

• A "COMMITTEE on the Man- 
power Problem and the Univer- 
alty," appointed by President 
Marvin, revealed Sunday that It 
has already held two meetings 
to prepare presentation of rec- 
ommendations on initial steps 
toward helping the University 
meet the needs of thi war. 

The fact that such a commit- 
tea was In process of formation 
was announced exclusively In last 
week’s Hatchet, and was verified 
Tuesday morning when President 
Marvin released Its personnel to 
local metropolitan dallies. 

Cola Named Chairman 
Hatchet news sources also in- 
dicated *‘both curricula and teach- 
ing personnel . . . are likely to be 
subjected to close scrutiny." 

The committee was appointed "to 
keep the faculty advised about war 
demands on the University." The 
members include: Dr. Charles W. 
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Cole of th/ English Department. 
Chairman; Dr. Lowell J. ^agatz of 
the History Department: Dr. Arthur 
E. Burns of the Economics Depart- 
ment; Dr. Carvllle D. Benson of the 
Law School; Dr. Ira B. Hansen dt 
tha Zoology Department; Dr. Louts 
C Keating of the Romance I..an- 
guages Department; and Dr. Bur- 
nice H. Jarman of the School of 
Education. 

Committee To Meet 

After Its preliminary discussion, 
the Committee has outlined Us prin- 
ciple objectives, according to Chair- 
man Cole, which will be presented 
at a faculty meeting to be held this 
week or soon thereafter. 

In line with its duty as a channel 
for news on war needs, the Com- 
mittee has compiled a list of gov- 
ernmental and non-governmental 
agencies upon which the faculty 
will rely for Its "essential" Informa- 
tion. 

These "Include Selective Service 
Headquarters, ♦h*' N^tlop"! Roster 
of Scientific and Trained Personnel, 
the War Mani>owe»- nommi.*"‘on. 
and the American Council on Edu- 
cation, as well as the various com- 
mittees of the groups. 

Selective Service Plans 

In answer to Hatchet information 
which stated that lists of "dispen- 
sable" and "indispensable" profes- 
sors and courses might be drawn 
up locall.v. President Marvin has . 
stated, "There will be no fsuch) 
lists compiled by ihe University.” 

"Curtailment of so-called non-es- 
sentlaK professors and departments 
la made only through forces out- 
side the University such as the 
Selective Service.” he explained. 

Meanwhie Selective Service Head- 
quarters has drawn up a list of 
college occupations considered "cri- 
tical." These Include; Presidents. 
Dea^ts. Registrars, and professors 
and Instructors In full time In- 
struction and -research In; bac- 
teriology. biology, chemistry en- 
gineering sblence, geology, mathe- 
matics. medicine and surgery, phar- 
macy. physics, and physiology.

• DESPITE a 16% drop In the 
total registration this year, the 
number of full time students at 
the University has increased, ac- 
cording to a recent release by 
Registar P'red E. Nessell. 

Some 6.116 students regUlored 
this fall in contrast -to the 7520 
who entered a year ago at this 
linse. The large^ drop is recorded 
In the Law School where registra- 
tion decreased 40%. 

Full Time Student# Increase 

An actual increase of from 1% 
to 16% has been discovered in full 
time students in the Junior Col- 
lege. the School of Engineering, 
the School of Pharmacy, the School 
of Government, and the Division 
of University Students. 

A 1% gain in Medical School reg- 
istration is the result of a larger 
entering class as recommended by 
the Association of American Med- 
ical Colleges. 

Men still outnumber women at 
the University by 14%. although 
they make up only 57% of the total 
registration as compared to 65%- 
70% of previous semesters. 

Draft Rnlistmenta 

Much of the drop invregisiration 
la attributed to enlistments, the 
demands upon the time of em- 
ployed students. 

"Decreases in Colunmbian Col- 
lege, the School of Engineering, 
and the ScH'ooI of Government." 
Mr. Nessell explained, "are In oart 
the result of the accelerated pro- 
gram as adopted by the Univer- 
sity last Spring, whereby many 
students were enabled^ to complete 
the requirements for degree dur- 
ing the summer sessions.’’

• THE RUSSO-GERMAN stalemate, coupled with Allied successes 
in Africa during the past two weeks, may combine to make No- 
vember, 1942 the turning point in the war. For the first time the 
Allies have been able to pick the time and place for a major cam- 
paign. As things stand now. Hitler is far from cornered but he Is 
on the defensive. 

Fears and doubts of eventual victory must be now assailing 
Der Fuerer. He Is too good a student of phychology, so great a 
master of it, not to know that the factors of mass psychology that 
once aided him In his conquests are now working just as surely 
against him. German morale, while In no immediate danger of 
cracking, must be at a new low. 

In his rage and fury at this new turn of events. Hitler is very 
probably casting about for some means of striking back at the 
country and men from across the Atlantic who are largely respon- 
sible for his present delemma. There could be no better way of 
bolstering the spirit of the Third Reich, of proving to his minions 
and slaves in Europe that Nazi claws remain as yet undulled, than 
a good severe bombing of the capital city of this country. 

An Incalculable lift, similar to that we received when Doolittle 
took a slug at Tokyo, woBld be felt by the Germans. Confidence in 
their badly battered Luftwaffe and In victory to come would be re- 
stored, at least temporarily. 

All this, and in addition the fact a token raid of Washington 
has been accepted as a probability by Civilian Defense offlclals 
ever since the war started, make it even more mystifying that there 
hasn't been a practice alarm this semester. Ground work in the 
shape of extensive organization of people to take over key jobs in 
case of an alarm has been going on, but pratclce alarms seem to be 
a thing of the past. 

That noon time blast of the alreqs ought to be more than a 
time signal.

• EARLY LAST WEEK in his column, sports writer Bob Consl- 
dine made the suggestion that as many colleges as possible should 
engage In a post season game with the proceeds going to the Red 
Cross. It seems that the Red Cross is prevented by some rule from 
throwing in with any other organization in a campaign for funds, 
so it didn't benefit from the recent War Chest drive. And, more 
urgently than ever before, it needs money. 

Among the reasond advanced by Consldlne In the support of 
hit plan was the potent one that college football has done almost 
nothing financially to aid the war effort. Big League baseball 
staged several charity games, and professional football did like* 
wise at the start of this season. In relation to Its size and the in- 
comes of most of its members, the Professional GoK Association 
has contributed an incredible amount of time, money and sports 
equipment to charity and the Armed Forces. Here is a chance for 
college football to steo Into the winner's circles with a gift of over 
$2,500,000, which is the estimated amount that could be collected 
over and above bare expenses, if sufh a program were carried 
out to the full.

verting to the War Effort. But, insofar as the school is concerned, 
just what does this m^an? How can this University contribute to 
the war effort effectively? 

At a recent conference of faculty members called by the Presi- 
dent of the University, the necessity of a strict review of the faculty 
and curriculum of the sch(X)l was suggested, the ultimate objective 
~ being the drastic curtailment of 

unnecessary activities. 

At first glance, this would seem 
to be a worthy plan. This Uni- 
versity should place all of lU re- 
sources at the disposal of the 
government in its fight for free- 
dom. 

Let us consider how this may 
best be <done. 

There are two paramount 
methods that suggest thesmselvea. 
The first would be to train an In- 
creasing number of technical and 
medical students. The second 
would be to place classrooms and 
library facilities at the disposal 
of the government. 

Will the curtailment of present 
University activities accompollsh 
either of these objectives? 

At present, due to (he arrange* 
ment of clats scheoulei. probably 
25% of all classrooom facllltlei of 
(he University are utilized at any 
one time. In addition, the Llsner 
Auditorium is as yet, although 
completed several months ago, not 
• being utilized completely. The 
theater itself Is certainly not 
Ing used. There would seem to 
be no advantage in curtailing 
claves presently In exIsUnce on 
account of lack of classroom space. 
Thorouirh Examination Es^aMl 
Reducing the faculty by eliminat- 
ing those members teaching "un- 
necessary" subjects would likewise 
be of little, if any, avail. Can a 
teacher of English teach Physics? 
C^n an economist teach Medicine? 
1.1 anything gaineH hv depriving 
these men of a living? 

There Is yet another point It is 
undoubtedly true that the elimina- 
tion of non-war-effort courses will 
leave students no other alternatives 
but to transfer to another school 
to pursue their studies, or convert 
to technical fields. If the conver- 
slofi to technical studies can be 
done then, it can certainly be done 
now. At any rate, any such con- 
oersion should be preceded by a 
through study of student aptitudes 
to determine whether there are 
available sufficient possibilities for 
technical studies, or whether these 
students are pursuing the course 
of study for which they., are in 
reality best fitted. 

LETS NOT GO OFF HALF 
BAKED ABOUT THIS THING. 
There it nothing to be gained by 
pursuing a policy which is not 
tfioroughly examined in all of its 
ramifications. Remember that there 
Is no field of study which can, in 
all fairness, be classed as non- 
essential.

Ordered to the 
South Pacific June 13th, he first 
sailed to Hawaii before going to 
"somewhere west of Hollo- 

way reports he Jyitfan Excellent 
crossing on a former luxuV liner, 
the bill of fare Included thick. Juicy 
steaks. 

Upon srrlval at their destination, 
the Marine detachment was greeted 
by a rendition of "Deep in the Heart 
of Texai." olayed by the natives on 
(heir primitive Instruments. A com- 
ment upon the aborigines from one 
of Lt. Holloway’s recent letters fol- 
lows: 

"The 'gocks' here are still keep- 
ing us well supplied with cocoanuts 
and bananas. They are surely an 
Interesting lot, but so completely 
uncivilized. Less than 40 years ago 
they were canibals. but are catching 
on fast. However, dogs bring a bet- 
ter price than hogs. Falla would be 
quite a delicacy here." 

Holloway reports that the po- 
tential productive poilbilitles of the 
islands are tremendous and writes 
that he is thinkihg of organizing a 
South Pacific development company 
after the war. 


Don'f Let Activities -Die 


• WATCHING the line of publicity directors going through The 
Hatchet office and listening to the talk of reporters on their suc- 
cesses In getting stories about campus activities Is about as re- 
liable a means of feeling the pulse of student extra-curricular 
activities as has yet been used here. 

Unfortunately the number of public relation men seems to 
have diminished and reporters say more often than ever before, 
that there Is no news to report because this or that activity is 
temporarily or permanently dormant. Together with the fact 
that new activities do not seem to be organized these days, it 
would seem that campus activities are becoming our earliest war- 
time casualties. 

All this leads to a fundamental ma'tter of students’ philosophy. 
'The purpose of universities and colleges is to. edudate people for 
future usefulness to society. The short sighted view on the pur- 
pose of colleges Is that they are solely places of study. People 
who hold this latter view neglect the fact that only part of our 
education Is learned In classes and, If we are to believe the psy- 
chologists, only a very small fraction of what we doJearn In classes 
Is remembered beyond a lew weeks. 

What Is most Important Is that a student’s education be well 
rounded. Social, religious, and other extra-curricular activities are 
vitally necessary to meet the requirement of a well rounded educa- 
tion. Insofar as they are lacking, or to the degree to which stu- 
dents fall to take part In any activity of the University save the 
classes which they are attending, to that degree are they failing 
to make the most of the opportunities for a well rounded education. 

Before this war is over, the enrollment of the University may 
be only a shadow of the peace-time figure. The functions of the 
colleges may, of necessity, be so altered that they will be attended 
by people for short periods of time to obtain various bits of spec- 
ialized knowledge In Intensive courses. These things we will not 
be able to prevent, nor would we wish to. If fhe powers that be de- 
termine that they are necesaary. 

It would, however, be a bad mistake merely to curtail or fail 
to keep alive those extra-curricular activities which serve to make 
our universities and colleges institutions of well rounded educations.

Rose 
Marie Porras, one of three Pana- 
manian girls attending school and 
living in Strong HaH, wat mildly 
excited over some of the miscon- 
ceptions prevalent 'among normally 
well-informed North Americans of 
life at it is lived In Latjn America. 

"Neither do we live In trees," she 
flatly stated, "as one person ac- 

S tally asked me." Three other Goon 
Bstle girls, two of them Pans- 
marians and the Cuban, /'ouldn’t 
think of an Instance when they had 
been forced to deny so wild a belief 
as this, but they agreed that com- 
pulsory courses in Latin American 
history and Spanish In this country 
would do much to cement fast- 
mending inter-American r^atlona. 

Glorlela Caivo. a Junior Interested 
in Medicine. Manonguita de Obai- 
dla, A Freshman who intends to 
major In the Social Sciences and la 
NEW Toaa. N. T. now working for the Pan American 
Let An«»iM - Un Sr«iicii€« Union, are two other girls from 
Panama. Mercies Gatell from 
Havana, Cuba, Doctor In Law and 
Dcotor in Social Political. ' and 
Economic Sciences, from the Uni- 
versity of Havana, is the Cuban. 
She U studying law here as a Latin 
American Fellow of the American 
Association of University Women 
of Washington. D. C, and came 
here, as did the other three, "be- 
cause George Washington has a 
fine reputation, and because there 
are wonderful opportunities in 
Washington to study the opera- 
tions of a governmept In action." 

"Just coming to this country is 
as much a part of my education as 
the actual study," declared Miss 
Caivo. "Not only the language but 
the citatomt ^nd very culture of 
Ameritt are different and broadea- 
Ing." 


12,0(X) students, there Is little time 
wasted In getting into the major 
course of study. Some differences 
noted by Miss Gatell, who not only 
has two degrees from Havana, but 
graduated from Wadleigh High 
School In New York City, are that 
Cuban law students nave to learn 
comparatively few actual cases, but 
Wave to study thoroughly the codes 
that have been aet up by precedent 
in civil law, criminal law, contracts, 
and the various other fields.
